HOLDS ALL HOSTILE: 


Senator Insists in Telegram 


to H. M. Whitney That He, 
Will Support Measure, but | 


Favors Another Clause.

W ASHINGTON—Senator Lodge's state- 
ment that he was not hostile to 
Canadian ‘reciprocity but would support 
the Root paper amendment brought from 
the White House today the positive as- 
surance that President Taft was unalter- 
ably opposed to any amendment, as a 
menace to the agreement, and would do 
Ris utmost to defeat it. 

Senator Stone, who is ‘leading the 
Democrats in the Senate who are stand- 
ing with the President for reciprocity, 
delivered this ultimatium from Mr. Taft 
after a visit to the latter shortly after 
his return from Chicago this morning. 

Senator Lodge made his attitude 
toward reciprocity known by means of 
a telegram to Henry M. Whitney of 
Boston in, answer to an inquiry from Mr. 
Whitney in regard to Mr. Lodge’s atti- 


tude on the pending agreement and the 


amendments which have been proposed 
to it. | 

The telegram, in effect, also answers 
the letter which Speaker Walker is re- 
ported to have sent to Senator Lodge, 
calling upon him to uphold the hands of 
the President in trying to. procure the 
enactment of the reciprocity bill and in- 
timating that his (Walker’s) dissatis- 
faction over Senator Lodge’s attitude 
toward the reciprocity bill, fearing the 
senator has broken his campaign pledges. 

“My views are the same as expressed 
to you and others last winter,” says Sen- 
ator Lodge in telegraphing to Mr. Whit- 
ney. “I shall vote for the reciprocity 
agreement. I shall vote against a]! hos- 
tile amendments or against any amend- 
ment which would endanger the accept- 
ance of the agreement by Canada. 

“I shall vote for the Root amendment 
because it makes the bill conform to the 
agreement submitted by the President to 
Congress and to the bill now pending in 
the Canadian Parliament. 

“As the President said in his speech in 
Chicago, the House bill is not in exact 
conformity with the agreement. ‘The 
House amended the agreement by 


‘omitting one clause. The Root amend- 


ment, in effect, restores the clause, and 


‘I think it ought to be restored. 


“The amendment I have planned to 
offer in regard to the fisheries is not in- 
tended to change the terms of the agree- 
ment. It is a new section enlarging the 
mutual abolition of duties to the mutual 
abolition of bounties, fees and privileges. 

“As the agreement now stands our 
fishermen would have to compete with 
na bounty-fed, subsidized industry. This 
would be impossible and would mean the 
extinction of our deep-sea fisheries, which 
would be a misfortune and an injury 
to the consumer. ‘This is true of no 
other industry affected. 

“But I shall not offer even this amend- 
ment unless | ani satisfied that it will 
not endanger the passage or the accep- 
tance of the bill.” 

The Senate finance committee’s report 
on the reciprocity bill to the Senate will 
mark the’ beginning of the third month 
of the extra session of Congress. The 
hearings, Which have lasted almost a 
month, will close today or Tuesday, and 
on Wednesday the committee will go 
into executive session to determine the 
disposition of the measure.

(‘onsiderable interest has been centered 

late upon the Boston Fish Bureau, 
the annual election of whieh will be 
held June 6, at the headquarters of 
the bureau, 8 Long wharf, when a new 
president will be elected in place of the 
late Krederick LL. Clements. The office 
has been temporarily filled by George 
E. Willey of the Linecoln-Willev Com- 
pany State and it eonsid- 
ered probable that he will be elected 
permanently to the position. The last 
two men who have filled the office did 
not complete the usual term of three 
vears, H. B. Ritehie, who was elected 
in JOS, serving two vears, and F. L. 
Clements nearly one vear. Mr. Willey 
also held the otfice for a three vear term, 
previous to Mr. Ritchie. 

For a period of 36 vears, the Boston 
Fish Bureau has been engaged in the 
work of supplving nearly all of the 
Boston dealers and a large number of 
out-ot-town members, with information 
regarding the fishing industry, vet, out- 
side of those most interested in this 
business, few people know of the exist- 
ence of the bureau.

Advocates of the Root amendment 
hold it to be in actual compliance with 
the Taft-Laurier agreement and urge 
that no reasonable objection can be 
made to it in equity or in law, 


Mr. Taft Points to Foes 


CHICAGO—President Taft told the 
Western Economic Society on Saturday 
that the opposition'which is blocking the 
reciprocity bill in the Senate comes from 
three —the controllers of the 
country’s lumber supply, the paper man- 
ufacturers and “those who claim vocifer- 
ously to represent the whole farming in- 
Aiustry of the United States.” 

He said also that it was significant 
that one of the firms purporting to rep- 
resent the farmers, and which is manag- 
ing an anti-reciprocity campaign from 
New York city, is Jooking for financial 
support “to gentlemen interested in lum- 
ber and in manufatture of print 
paper. 

“The till will pass, if it passes at all, 
he said, “heeause ot the foree of publie 
opinion in its favor. I venture to think 
that there is much less real opposition to 
reciprocity than has been represented in 
Washington for the purpose of influenc- 
ing votes in both houses. 

“The report of the chief of the bureau 
of corporations shows that the control of 
lumber in the Umtted States is in compar- 
atively few hands and that thev are 
friendly to each other that the possibil- 
ity of a monopoly is neither remote nor 
improbable, unless we bring to the mar- 
kets of the United States the relatively 
inexhaustible supply to be found in Can- 
ada. 

“The employment of a New York city 
firm, skilled in sending circulars, is not 
the subject of proper criticism, provided 
the statements made in the circulars are 
reasonable and well founded. The 
nificance of the fact that this same New 
York firm is looking for financial assist- 
unee in the campaign they are carrying 
oO behalf of farmers against reciproc- 
ity, not only to the grange, but also to 
gentlemen interested in lumber, in the 
manufacture of print paper, and in other 
manufactures, cannot escape the atten- 
tion of the public. 

“It is because ] am confident it will be 
seen on both sides to be a statesmanlike 
measure, one looking to the beneficial in- 
terests of both parties to the contract. 
that [so urgently press its adoption upon 
the Congress and the people of the United 

States.’ 

President Taft objected to amendments 
regarding wood pulp and print paper. He 
mentioned the Root amendment, saying 
it Was in accordance with the agreement, 
but did not offer the inducement to lift- 
ing Canadian restrictions which the pres- 
ent provision in the bill does. 

Some of the probable meat and flour 
amendments,‘he thought, would be gratu- 
itous concessjons to Cannada.

“Within the past year,” says the re- 
port, “recreation workers have 
recognize more clearly than 
that there are definite standards of effi- 


ciency in their field of work; 


city plan to which it must be related’ 
that playgrounds, 
recreMion centers, the regulation of | 
street play, the regulation of motion 
picture theaters and of public dance 
halls, arrangements for civic pageants— 
are all parts of one unified recreation 
program in any city where recreation 
work is organized on the most efficient 
basis. 

“Thirty-two cities have recognized that 
recreation leadership is just as necessary 
in winter and at other seasons of the 
year as in summer, and that recreation 
work cannot be maintained on an effi- 
cient basis unless good leaders are em- 
ployed the vear round. 

“Experience in many cities has shown 
that young men and young women work- 
ing in factories during the day will use 
the playgrounds during the summer even- 
ings. provided the playgrounds are well 
lighted and a good Jeader is in charge. 
The older people like to come to watch 
the young people play. 

“Thirty-one cit#es yeported that their 
schoolhouses were used as recreation cen- 
ters. Twenty-seven of these reported 20] 
such centers. The United States com- 
missioner of education, Elmer Ellsworth 
Brown, a year ago at the Rochester play 
congress, enthusiastically advocated such 
school recreation centers. A special con: 
ference on this question was held at 
Dallas, Texas. Everywhere the field sec- 
retaries of our association have 
the utmost interest in this question, 
one arguing against: the yalue of such 
centers. } 

“In Newark and Cleveland motion pic- 
tures have been shown on some of 
sion. These evening play centers do 
much to develop neighborhood conscious- 
ness. 

“The question is now generally being 
raised whether in the past we have not. 
in emphasizing securing and beautifying 
our large publie parks, neglected to con- 
sider how much use was being made of 
the parks by those for whom they were 
secured, and whether recreation secre- 
taries could not aid the park authorities 
in bringing to the attention of the peo- 
ple the recreational opportunities of the 
parks. 

“One vear ago 336 were pro- 
viding playgrounds and 195 other cities 
were conducting playground campaigns. 
The number of cities now maintaining 
plavgrounds will not be known until Nov, 
1, 1911, when a complete census is hoped 
for. Reports have been received from 
184 cities indicating that these cities 
alone maintain 1244 playgrounds, employ 
$345 men and women exclusive of care- 
takers. Two hundred and yineteen play- 
grounds were reported to be. open 
throughout the vear. The number of 
cities ‘reporting special playground activ- 
ities were as follows: Dramatic 26. folk 
dancing 94, gardening 45, industrial 
work 76, libraries 52, self-government 40, 
singing 72, story-telling 114, swimming 
69.

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Some of those who would place a. stiffer 
curb on the great industrial combines, Mr. 
Roosevelt prominent among them, are hold- 
ing that the recent decisions of the supreme 
court demonstrate the futility of the Sher- 
man law. For quite another reason, those 
who feel that combination 1s in the nature 
of commercial evolution, inevitable and 
legitimate, the Hon. Elbert Tl. Gary prom- 
inent among them, insist that the Sherman 
law needs to be supplemented by! government control. From Wash- 
ington we learn, nevertheless. that the decisions in the Standard 
Oil and American Tobacco cases have been so generally acceptable 
-——have given such assurance of the abilitv of existing Taw to take 
care of the situation—that there has been a virtual cessation of 
all talk of attempting to amend the Sherman act with the view 
of strengthening 1. 

Upon second thought, it is the conservative rather than the 
radical opinion of the country that seems to be disturbed by the 
supreme court decisions. That tribunal, of course, talks softly of 
the rule of reason—of the necessity of safeguarding property rights 
against unreasonable construction of the anti-trust statute—but it 
proceeds at the same time to put the Standard Oil. Company and 
the American Tobacco Company out of business. The gourt’s opin- 
ions are gentle, in so far as they ‘relate to the right of those engaged 
in commerce and industry to advance their interests along recognized 
luisiness lines, but mildness is changed to severity the moment the 
case in point comes up for comment and decision. Ivach case, the

Tentative ‘assurances received recently with relation to Ger- 
many s Iriendly attitude toward the peace proposals of the United 
States should be accepted evervwhere with satisfaction not unmixed 
with gratitude. It they mean anything, they mean that Germany 
is coming gradually to believe in the sincerity of the peace movement. 
When all nations are ready to trust each other unreservedly, then 
puniversal peace will be at hand. It has been want of confidence in 
her neighbors that has held Germany aloof from the peace move- 
ment in the past. To what extent this want of confidence may or 
may not be justified by her history does not concern us here. What 
does concern us is that something must have taken place in these 
late days to convince Germany, partially, at least, that the peace 
proposals made by the United States and approved by Great Britain 
and France are in good faith. |

The architect of Grant park provided near its eastern edge 
a depression, in the nature of a sunken garden, that was intended 
to be the site of the great Field Museum.

It can be said tor the steamship business that, even when trade 
seems halting, there is little cessation in ship construction. The 
building of the Olympic and Titanic, the planning of the Cunard 
and Hamburg-American lines for even larger ships, the tremendous 
outlays necessary, before a single dollar can be returned to the 
respective treasuries, all this testifies to an enterprise which largely 
finds its inception across the water. Of, course. much American 
capital is invested in the steamship lines which flv foreign flags. 
The White Star company, .besides, is an integral part of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine, incorporated under the laws of New 
Jersey. But the real money maker of the corporation is the Eng- 
lish White Star line. A comparison of business between 1908 and 
1910 1s interesting; because it shows that the International Mer- 
cantile Marine had a net deficit in the former vear of $2,479,690, 
while in 1910 the White Star line alone had more than $5,000,000 
as profit on the vear’s working. 

There is a certain advertising value attached to the construc- 
tion of large vessels. Policy alone would seem to dictate that a 
rival's “largest ship afloat” should not long go unchallenged. Still, 
it is reasonable to believe that directors of steamship companies do 
not wittingly spend tens of millions simply because the public likes 
to be entertained by descriptive literature. Rather, it¢mav be taken 
ior granted that the exigencies of trathe exact larger and larger 
ships and more. perfect equipment. The profits which have accrued 
trom last vear’s business as a whole give evidence that the directing 
heads of. the big concerns anticipated the commercial -revival. and 
merely took time by the forelock by having the one interesting 
launching succeed the other. as has been the case. Transatlantic 
trade is evidently moving forward at a. speed which makes the 
call for improved tacilities imperative.
